CONGRESS, 

Mr. Russell, from the committee on Fo- 
reign Affairs, to whom was referred the 
message from the President, transmitting 
a report from the Secretary of State, on 
the case of Capt. Shain, of the Ajax, made 
a report, in the House of Representatives, 
on Tuesday last, detailing the circumstan- 
ccs of his suffering from personal violence, 
in the port of Havana, and concluded with 
the recommendation, that Congress take 
no further order thercon—which report 
was agreed to. 

On Wednesday, in the Senate Mr. Dick- 
erson from the Select Committee to which 
had beef recommitted the resoiutions pro- 
posing an amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States, relative to the election 
of electors of President and Vice President 
of the United States, &c. reported the same 
with ainendments. 

Mr. R. M. Johnson of Ky. introduced a 
bill which was passed to a second reading. 
Tt is intended to restrict the admiralty and 
maritime jurisdiction, of the courts of the 
United Statcs, to cases relating to the navi- 
gation of the high seas, and ports, havens, 
and creeks within the ebb and flow of the 
tide. ;
